July Appropriation Calls for $40,- 
000 of the Total of $100,000 Al­ 
lotted for Building 


The prospect of Rushville ob­ 
taining a federal postoffice build­ 
ing this summer, took *a forward 
step Tuesday when 
announce­ 
m ent was made at W ashington, 
that this city was one of foui^ in 
Indiana, included in the 
first 
list for ap p rop riations in 
the 
public buildings measure 
tha t 
has passed congress. 
According to the ap p ropriation 
measure, there will be available 
for Rushville $40.000 on July first 
which will be sufficient to p ur­ 
chase the site, and to start the 
building program . The 
entire 
appropriation is listed at $100,- 
000, which is $15,000 less 
than 
the m easure tha t was 
passed 
last year, when the ap p rop ria­ 
tion was lost in the last day of 
congress business. 
This 
reduction 
of 
$15,000 
means very little, according to 
reports, as the governm ent can 
exceed the ap p rop riation 
of 
$100,000 by seek ing a deficiency 
allotm ent to complete the con­ 
tract, which is generally done in 
most public buildings. 
The effort of obtaining 
this 
m easure for Rushville is a ttri­ 
buted bv local persons to Rich­ 
ard N. Elliott, congressman, who 
has endeavored for years to give 
Rushville 
consideration, 
and 
through his fighting determ ina­ 
tion, this city was 
considered 
one of only four in the entire 
state for im m ediate legislation. 
The other three cities in In­ 
diana were East Chicago, 
Fort 
Wayne, and Hammond, so tha t 
Rushville was the smallest 
in 
the list for this state.

Courtroom, Indianapolis, Feb. 
8 —(U.R)—Ed Jack son, governor of 
Indiana went on trial, today, ac­ 
cused of offering a $10,000 bribe 
to a form er governor, W arren T. 
McCray, in 1923. 
He pleaded not guilty when a r­ 
raigned before Judge Charles M. 
McCabe in Marion county cnm - 
inal court and selection of 
a 
jury was started a few m inutes 
later. 
Jack son and 
two 
co-defen­ 
dants, George V. Coffin, political 
leader, and Robert I. Mash, the 
governor’s form er law p artner, 
came before the bar at the same 
time, waived reading of the in­ 
dictm ent against them and each 
entered pleas of not guilty. 
Then, as he had announced he 
would do, Judge McCabe granted 
the motions of Coffin and M arsh 
for sep arate trials. The 
state 
elected 
to 
prosecute Jack son 
first, placing him on trial alone. 
Jam es H. Barber, of R. F. D. 
(C), occupying seat num ber 11 
in the jury box, was excused as 
a talesm an in Gov. Ed Jack son’s 
trial this afternoon when 
he 
was challenged by 
Clyde 
H. 
Jones of counsel for 
defense, 
for cause. He was the first p ros­ 
pective juror to leave the box. 
His dismissal came about as 
result of his inability to under­ 
stand the m eaning of the p hrase 
“presum ption 
of 
innocence.” 
Jones was uable to explain it to 
him although he fram ed his de­ 
finition in several ways 
and 
Judge Charles M. McCabe 
en­ 
countered the same 
difficulty 
when he took a hand. Oscar H. 
Gottlieb took his place in 
the 
box. 
Previously the state had p ass­ 
ed all 12 talesm en after p relim ­ 
inary exam ination and the de­ 
fense had passed ten. Both sides, 
it appeared, were wary of using

YOUTH AND FUTURE PARENTS 


The wildest of today's youth is likely to pro- 


duce the strictest parents of the next generation. 
In the very group of boys and girls, which is now 
most defiant of parental authority lies the hope 
of a return to the time when fathers and moth- 
ers were really the heads of the American 
family. 


Such is the opinion of Judge Charles A. 


Oberwager, before whose New York City magis- 
trate's bench have come hundreds of modern 
youngsters whose "revolt for freedom" has led 
thcra afoul of the law. 


"I'm 
inclined to think that a general return 


to parental sanity will be deferred until the boys 
and girls who are cutting capers today have be- 
come the parents of the next generation of half- 
grown youths," says Judge Oberwager. 


"By that time they will know from said ex- 


perience the harm, physical, mental and spir- 
itual, that excess has done them. When a son 
or daughter of theirs shows the first symptoms Of 
starting a revolt or personal liberty, I can very 
easily guess what will happen." 


A large proportion of today's parents have 


surrendered completely to its children's demand 
to be allowed to live as they please, Judge Ober- 
wager charges. 
Particularly he accuses the 


rouged, short-skirted mother and the cocktail 
'drinking father whose example, he charges, 
gives youth a tacit permission to go to excesses. 


"Many of the boys and girls who have gotten 


into trouble have said to mo that the things they 
were doing were only the things their fathers 
and mothers had been doing all along. Boys 
who drink, anci girl.s, too, for that matter, point 
to their parents without fear of contradiction. 
Girls v.ho indulge in ail sorts of frivolity have 
stiid they were 
only doing things their own 


mothers or mothers of their girl friends were 
doing." he declares. 


"Draw this to the attention of such parents 


and almost invariably they make the same de- 
fense, that things harmful and improper for im- 
mature youth are not necessarily unfit for par- 
ents, that age brings with it certain privileges 
denied to youth. 


"They overlook the important thing that 


sets this at naught — that children of today are 
not the children of yesterday who were taught 
from the cradle to let father or mother do their 
thinkiiu; for them. Today when they are told 
something that runs counter to their own de- 
sires there must be reason behind it to make it 
stick. 
And this is nothing against modern 


youth, but a lot against tne myopic parent who 
fails to take it into account." 


KEEP CLEAR OF PATERNALISM 


The advocates of compulsory automobile 


liability insurance continue their drive to place 
the yoke of paternalism around the necks of 
automobile owners. 
Should they bs successful 


. in this, it is safe to say that no owner of an au- 


tomobile, nc matter how humble or careful he 
may be as a driver, can escape being penalized 
for the carelessness of others. 


Automobile accidents in Massachusetts, since 


the passage of her compulsory insurance law 
have, instead of decreasing, actually increased 
according to Charles Ciapliam of the New York 


Public Automobile Accident Prevention and Sta- 
tistical Bureau who says "Preventive measures 
are of first importance. The majority of pedes- 
trians injured by motor cars are grossly negli- 
gent. There are, of course, many reckless drivers, 
and the highways can be made safe only by the 
elimination of these reckless drivers. Insuring 
such individuals will only increase their depreda- 
tions." 


If compulsory insurance were, as its backers 


claim, synonymous with accident prevention, it 
would have some justification. 
But it is too 


much to believe that a careless driver will be- 
come careful merely because he has an insur- 
ance indemnity behind him to pay for his care- 
lessness. 
Few of us are so considerate of the 


rights or the money of others. 
And until we 


are, we should steer clear of the doubtful bene- 
fits of such paternalism that would call upon a 
multitude of small owners to contribute increas- 
ed insurance cost in payment for the negligence 
of the few.
